The native new spapers have frequent 
occasion to notice the high- handed proceedings of Residents 
and Political Agents. Here is one such instance. When 
the late Mahéréja Jiaji Rao Sindhia lay on his deathbed 
in May 1886, he sent a letter to Sir Lepel Griffin, the then 


‘Agent to the Governor- General for Central India, requestin g 


that after his death the administration of his State might 


not be interfered with by Government, that the young 
prince might remain under the instruction of Pandit Pran 
Kishan and Pandit Anandi Prasad whom he had appointed 
for the purpose, and that no European tutor might be 


appointed, as the instruotion of such a tutor was likely to 
affect the customs and manners of the prinee. Sir Lepel 


forwarded the Mahäräja's letter to Lord Dufferin, and His 
Lordship sent a telegram to the, Mahäräja to the effept that 
His Lordship greatly regretted, the Mah éréja’s sickness and 
hoped for a speedy recovery, but that in the event of his death 
his wishes would be strictly carried out. The Mahärfja was 
highly satisfied with Lord Dufferi n's assurance and quietly , 
breathed, his last, the next day. But only four months after 
‘the Mahfréjo’s s demise Sir Lepel upset the old, s system of 
‘administration and appointed his friend Mr. J * W. John -
